Esther  Snavely,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Veronica  (Hess) 
Snavely 9  was  born  on  January  5,  1303,  in  West  Mampeter 
Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,,  She  married  1) 

Michael  Bergtold  (Bergthal,  Bartol,  etc* )  on  November  20, 

1821,  at  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
Lancaster,  Pac  They  had  one  daughter,  Veronica  (or  Frances), 
before  he  died,  date  and  place  of  burial  unknown*  She  then 
married  2)  Jacob  T anger  (February  18,  1796- July  28,  1849) 
on  November  "*0,  1828,  at  Trinity  Churcho  They  had  two  sons. 

It  seems  likely  that  they  lived  in  Willow  Street,  Lancaster 
County,  during  their  marriage,  later  moving  to  Millers town

Jacob  Snavely fl  the  father  of  Esther (_Snavely  Bargdolt) 

T anger,  was  born  on  August  13 p  1772,  to  John  and  Esther 
(Herr)  Suavely,,  probably  in  (West)  Lampeter  Township  on 
the  Suavely  homestead .  He  married  Veronica  Hess,  born 
November  5,  1781,  on  June  17 9  1800,  at  the  First  Reformed 
Church  in  Lancaster,  He  petitioned  the  Orphans  Court  of 
Lancaster  County  in  1797  in  his  father* s  estate  and  was 
awarded  his  father °s  land  after  paying  certain  equalizing 
shares  to  the  other  children  (Orphans  Court  Docket  1797,  p  92) 
Here  he  resided  until  May  25 ,  1333,  when  he  sold  the  land 
to  Jacob  Kreider  ^nd  moved  to  East  Kempfield  Township,  where 
he  purchased  a  50-acre  farm  from  Jacob  and  Susanna  (Tanger) 
Harnish  and  lived  out  his  days.  Tradition  locates  home  in 
Silver  Springs  a  village  in  the  township, 

Jacob  Snavely  died  on  November  4,  i353p  and  was  buried 
in  the  family  graveyard  near  Willow  Street,  His  will  provided 
for  his  wife  with  the  income  from  his  land  and -the  use  of 
his  possessions;  after  his  deaths  everything  was  to  be  sold, 
with  payments  to  his  son  Michael  and  to  the  three  children 
of  his  daughter  Esther,  with  the  residue  divided  between 
sons  Michael  and  David,  Veronica,  his  wife,  died  on  April 
4,  1355,  and  is  buried  in  the  family  cemetery,  where  lie  also 
all  of  their  children  except  David  and  Michael,

Jacob  Snavely,  father  of  John  above,  married  Fronica  -- 
and  died  in  May,  1781.  He  seems  to  have  been  the  immigrant 
ancestor  for  this  branch  of  the  family,  although  there  were 
others  of  the  name  in  Lancaster  and  other  nearby  areas  very 
early.  He  purchased  a  200-acre  tract  in  (West)  Lampeter  Town¬ 
ship  from  John  Houser  on  September  3,  1766 .  His  will,  written 
in  1776,  was  probated  May  25,  1781.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate  indicates  he  owned  a  Bible  (which  is  mentioned  again 
in  his  son  John's  inventory  and  which  probably  -contains  vital 
statistics  which  would  be  of  va?Lue  if  it  came  to  light)  and  a 
History  of  the  Martyrs  (probably,  the  "Martyrs*  Mirror").  Pie 
was  buried  in  the  family  graveyard  with  a  field  marker 
bearing  his  initials  and  the  date  over  the  grave.  The  date

The  parents  of  Esther  Herr  who  married  John  Snavely 
were  Samuel  and  Anna  Elizabeth  (---)  Kerr  of  Manor  Town- 
ship,  Lancaster  County ,  They  are  buried  on  the  David  Landis 
farm  west  of  Millersville,  with  markers  which  indicate  that 
Samuel  died  May  'M),  1787,  aged  65  years,  3  months,  and 
his  wife  died,  no  date  given,  aged  64  years »  7  months 0 
According  to  Samuel's  will  (X-2-266),  written  January  11, 
1786,  originally  in  German,  he  had  a  148-acre  plantation 
there.  He  probably  owned  a  grist  mill  in  Manor  township .

Attempts  have  been  made  to  tie  the  above  Samuel  Herr 
into  the  Kerrs  of  Lancaster  County  who  have  been  prominent 
in  Mennonite  history  since  the  beginning  of  the  community 
there.  Although  the  Herr  Record  presents  a  genealogical 
reference  to  Samuel's  ancestors,  Martin  Brackbill  in  Hew 
Light  on  Hans  Herr  has  demonstrated  the  lack  of  reliability 
of  this  book  for  the  first  generations.  Attempts  to  prove 
through  existent  records  the  assertions  of  the  Herr  Record 
concerning  Samuel  Herr  have  met  with  failure.

I  John  Hess  writ  how  my  wife  Ann  has  to  behave  herself 
in  case  I  should  die*  She  is  to  keep  under  her  all  my 
Estate  so  as  I  leave  it  and  take  care  of  the  children 
so  long  as  she  shall  remain  unmarried  or  widow  But  if 
she  might  come  to  marry  again  then  it  shall  be  divided 
according  to  Brotherly  Order  and  the  Custom  of  the  Country » 

.. .If  any  discord  shall  happen  between  the  mother  and 
children  the  matter  shall  be  examined  by  settled  husband¬ 
men  of  the  neighborhood  and  they  shall  see  where  is  the 
fault  and  they  shall  decide  it  in  such  a  manner  that 
the  Mother  shall  not  keep  too  much  from  the  children  of 
what  is  their  due  at  the  proper  time  or  that  the  children 
being  disobedient  may  not  force  the  Mother  according 
to  their  will*  Therefore  it  is  my  desire  that  everything 
might  be  treated  in  a  Christian  order  and  brotherly 
counsel* 0 .This  is  what  1  have  set  down  for  the  further 
Conservation  of  Peace* 


His  widow  was  appointed  his  executor.  She  died  in  1767, 
aged  79  according  to  her  tombstone  next  to  his*  Her  will 
(b~l~£32)  divided  her  estate  into  eleven  parts,  one  each  to 
her  children  or  their  survivors*

Hans  Hess,  father  of  Michael  above,  is  believed  to  be 
the  immigrant  ancestor®  In  an  article  by  Ira  D®  Landis  in 
the  Mennonite  Historical  Bulletin  (Scottdale,  ^a®,  III,  2, 
June,  1942'),  the  following  account  of  Hans  Hess  appears: 

Bans  Hess  and  his  wife  Magdalena  crossed  the  Atlantic 

Ocean  in  1717®  Tradition  says  that  a  child  die!  at  sea® 

He  first  settled  Just  west  of  his  fellow  countryman  John 
Kreyter,  between  Mill  Creek  and  the  Conestoga,  in  Lampeter, 
where  100  acres  were  surveyed  to  him,  May  27,  1818® 

Here  he  built  his  humble  dwelling,  first  of  tow-cloth, 
brought  from  Switzerland*  then  of  hickory  and  bark,  which 

were  so  abundant  in  this  wilderness®  -  After  a  f ew  years 

he  moved  into  Conestoga  Township  (now  Pequea),  near  the 
present  town  of  Baumbardner®  Here  he  had  195  acres  "in 
right  patented”  to  his  son  Samuel,  November  26,  1739® 

He  built  a  home  northwest  of  the  present  town,  ’hen  he 
had  established  his  family  in  this  retreat,  4600  miles 
from  hfs  own  birthplace  in  Switzerland,  in  1733  at  the

The  Keeports  Family 

Anna  Keeports,  who  married  David  Hess,  was  born  October 
15,  1751,  to  Daniel  and  Anna  (Groff XKreider)  KeeportSo 
His  wife  was  the  widow  of  George  Kreider  and  the  mother  of 
Jacob,  Micahel  and  George  Kreider  to  him.  Keeports  petitioned 
the  Orphans  Court  ofi  March  3,  1746/7  for  the  settling  of 
the  -Kreider  estate.  He  die  i  in  the  1780s  and  his  son  Daniel 
and  son-in-law  David  Hess  petitioned  for  the  settling  of 
his  estate.  He  lived  in  Lampeter  Township,  The  name  has 
several  variant  spellings,  chief  among  them  Kinportz.
